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BALANCE OF NATURE

My recent article on Hunting in State 
Parks brought an interesting response 
from Weldon Heald and.a discussion of 
predator control, Heald wants to con- 
trol the varmints who make tasty salads 
of his and his neighbors’ vegetable 
gardens and pet conifers, He hints 
broadly that these unwanted critters are 
there because of Forest Service game re- 
serve policies and he advocates rotation 
hunting in overpopulated ‘and unbalanced 
reserves--except National Paris and 
Lionuments, State Parks, and areas.set 
aside for préserving rare or vanishing 
species of wild life, 

Now I do not want to say that the bal- 
ance of wild life is perfect in the 
National Parks. In Sequoia there are cer~ 
tainly too many deer. You can prove this 
to yourself at Alta Meadow, but if you 
cainp there overnight -you will hear the 
coyotes and wildcats and sometimes see a 
wolverine--thoy help reduce the overpop-= 
ulation. But let a National Park employee 
be seen trying to correct.tthis overpopu- 
lation and there will be a public hue and 
ery that would make even the doughty 
Harold Ickes trembio} 

the Forest Service does not initiate 
gene reecrvess that is done-by the State 
Fish and Game Commission, except for 
special arcas on federal land that are 
exsated by the Fish ond Wildlife Service. 

Much of cur trouble is due to destruc- 
tion: of some particular bird or animal 
that nelps maintain the balance of nature. 
Ihave a beautiful cage in mind in the 
Eest Bay covntics whers, in the thirties, 
over-extensive hunting cf hawks was en 
couraged, Trey were killed off to such 
an extent that the rodents increased 
rapidly and in no tine at all swarmed 
over hill and ¢ale into the Regional 
Parks and devoured the new plantations of

So he returned 
to the annex and.looked further. lis 
inquisitive nose led hin to the ski room 
in the basement. The oil furnace there 
was surrounded by a fairly impressive 
wall of flame, and skis stored overhead 
near the furnace were well on the way 
to bursting into a blaze. Had thoy 
caught, and ignited the floor against 
which they were shoved. « « 

At any rate, the alarm was spread and 
the fire was extinguished (but not until 
other extinguishers had been brought. to 
replace that near by, vhich didn't work). 

Cause of the fire was a leakage of 
fuel oil into the square basin formed by 
the low brick wall around the base of the 
furnace, and eventual ignition of the 
pool so formed.

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NEW CLIUB REPORTED 


The Leonard-Brover-Dyer “imnossible” 
route on Pulpit Rock was climbed last 
week end by Fritz Lippmann, Jack Arnold, 
and Robin. Yansen. 

The new route starts at the highest 
point of the-notch separating Pulpit Rock 
from the well, and leads directly up for 
forty to fifty feet, thence to the left 
(west) via a delicate ten-foot traverse; 
a direct aid “"piton ladder" starts here 
and leads to the broe@ platform beneath 
the summit pitch where it joins the 
original route. 

The start of the "piton ladder" was the 
most difficult part of the climb. Trail- 
ing not too far behind were the gusty 
wind, near-freezing temperature, and some 
of the best postwar exposure yet’ seen. 
Tro-thirds of the route is overhanging and 
the rest is vertical, Due to surprising- 
ly good holds, the rovte is only moderate 
in difficulty; but the technical clinbing 
is highly interesting. The rock is quite 
unsound, so care should be taken on this 
account. 

Sixteen pitons (half of them for direct 
aid), two sets of winter underwear (Lipp- 
mann was last seen perched on a Stanford 
radiator, changing from a violert purple 
to a light blue), ear muffs. and gloves 
were used extensively.
